“We believe your honorable commit- 
tee,” states the answer of Messrs. 
Moore, ‘“‘will readily agree with us 
when we suggest that this being an or- 
dinary law suit, is not a matter for 
your honorable body to pass upon, but 
that the court of proper jurisdiction is, 
the correct forum in which Judge Shep- 
pard should make his defense. . 

We have not meant to ‘impugn the high 
dignity of the federal judiciary’ or the 
dignity, of any other officer or official 
We respect the law in al) its forms and 
functions, and we have _ proceeded 
against Judge Sheppard, not as an of- 
ficial, but as a plain citizen of this 
county.

Injured in Atlanta.

Of This Number 2,000 Were 
Killed in the City — Only 
200 of Those Killed Were 
Moslems, the Others Being 
Christians. 


Constantinople, April 20.—No less than 
5,000 persons lost their lives in the 
massacres that have been going on in 
the vilayet of Adana during the past 
eight days, as a result of the outbreak 
of Mosiem fenaticism. Of this total 2,000 
were killed In the city of Adana, more 
than 200 of the victims being Moslems. 

This information was received in 
Constantinople this morning through 
consular channels. 

Adana at present is-quiet, but there 
have been renewed attacks on Christians 
at Marash, in the vilayet of Aleppo, 
about 80 miles northeast of Alexan- 
Gretta. The consular advices describe 
the situation as extremely precarious, 
The excitement at the port of Alexan- 
dretta is intense, although the presence) 
of the British cruiser Diana at that port 
is expected to have a tranquilizing ef- 
fect,

Adana vilayet, where a large Armenian

Two proclamations signed by the com- 
manding general of the army of invest- 
ment and addressed respectively to the 
citizens of Constantinople and the gar- 
rison, were issued today. They have 
had a feassuring effect. That sent to 
the war office for distribution to the 
garrison denounces as ‘‘criminal and 
monstrous, the acts committed under the 
cover of demanding that the Sheri laws 
supercede the constitution by bands of 
executioners, vile, conscienceless agita- 
tors and partisans of absolutism, who 
delud the soldiers and populace so 
that the parliament was stained with 
blood, the nation plunged in mourning 
and a blot made on the Ottoman army, 
whose honor had remained intact for 
the last six hundred years,’’ 

- Twe, Demands Formulated. . 

After explaining that the army of 
Saloniki has come to remove the stain, 
the proclamation formulates two de- 
mands: 

“Fist, full reinstatement of the offi- 
cers of the army and navy, and that the 
soldiers take an oath in the presence of 
the Sheik Ul Islam to obey their sm- 
periors and not mix tn politics: second, 
that the garrison undertake not to: in- 
terfere with the easures of the pun- 
ishment of the guiity persons, and that 
the spies and others who: provoked the 
disorders be denounced, Finally. if both 
demands are accepted by. the land and 
s@a forces, and they shall show real 
obedience, nothing will befall the gar- 
rison.”’ a 

The proclamation to the populace ex- 
plains that the object of the investing 
army is the reestablishment of the qon- 
stitution, which is in accordance with 
the Sheriat, and the punishment of the 
traitors to the country. It assures com- 
plete safety to the innocent and oppress- 
ed population and to foreigners, and 
adds that thdse who. disguised as Ule- 
mas to serve their personal ends, com- 
mitted reprehensible acts, will be pun- 
ished, . oe 

Tewfik Pasha, commenting to one of 
the: ambassadors on the rumors that 
the sultan was ho longer in the palace, 
but had taken flight on Sunday, said 
that the sultan was not physically tim- 
id, and would remain with his family 
and accept whatever situation was pre- 
pared for him. 

Deserting to Young Turks. 

The Constantinople garrison is desert- 
ing to the side of the constitutionalists. 
The capital troops have been leaving 
the city In smal! batches since early on 
Sunday, but the outward flow set in 
heavily today. It -ig estimated that 
about 4,000 men have gone over to the 
invading army without opposition from 
‘heir officers or comrades. One party 
took along a battery of machine guns 
with horses and full ‘ammunition 
wagons. None of those attempting to 


garrison was given leave of absence to- 
day, only about five thousand troops be- 
ing kept in barracks. The principal 
suburban railway service, that to San’ 
Stefano, ran special trains throughout 
the day, to accommodate thousands 
more than the regular trains could car- 
ry, who were anxious to see the ad- 
vancing troops. Just as one train was 
ready to leave the station, a dozen or 
more Salonika chasseurs, who had de- 
serted from the palace guard, came at 
double-quick down the platform with 
mausers in their hands and bandoliers 
full of cartridges. They climbed@ into 
the third-class carriage. 
Going to Join the Others. 

“They are going to join the others,” 
must be three hundred that I have seen 
today taking the train to @an Stefano.’’ 

Outside the Byzantine walle, the ex- 
cursionists saw the first squad of con- 
stitutional soldiers There Was great 
clapping of hands \na cries of saluta- 
tion from the Turkish -party and the Ar- 
menian ladies on the train waved their 
scarfs and handkerchiefs. 

The power and cartridge works just 
beyond afe strongly held by the consti- 
tutionalists, who took possession of 
them last night. The extensive factories 
were in operation, all the chimneys 
smoking. 

At San Stefano, about ten miles from 


the city, Colonel Chalib Bey, commander | 


of the advance guard, had his headquar- 
ters in the railway station. He receiv- 
ed the correspondent very cordially. He 
said that as yet, no orders had cOme to 
him, indicating when the city was to be 
occupied. General Husni Pasha. the 
commander-in-chief, was in the vicinity 
of Hademkoi, 25 miles distant, and it 
was to be presumed that no entry would 
be made until he was nearer the capi- 
tal, so that he might have the advance 
under his personal direcion. He could 
not, however, reach the neighborhood of 
the city before tomorrow at the earliest. 

“We are hardly expecting trouble,’ 
sald Colonel Chalib, but every disposi- 
tion igs being made just as though we 
were.” ? 

Greeted by Many Turks, 

An orderly came in with a dispatch at 
that moment, and the conversation was 
at an end. When the commander of the 
advance guard came out of his head- 
guarters, he was greeted respectfully by 
many hundreds of Turks, who had been 
allowed inside the line.

“Perjury and false certificates are 
given by applicants for the government 
service,” said Senator Carter. ‘‘The civil 
service commission seems to me to be 
accountable to the country and to con- 
gress fer permitting this condition to 
exist.” 

Defending the conference report, which 
he had brought in, Senator La Follette 
expressed the opinion that the inequal- 
ity of apportionment of civil service em- 
ployees was exaggerated, and said that 
whatever the fault might be, congress 
was to blame. 

Advocating a limited tenure of service 
of ten years in the departmental ser- 
vice in this city, Senator Heyburn said: 

“While I have great respect for gray 
hairs, yet, if you look down some of 
the aisies in some of Our departments 
you will see a snowdrift in respect to 
age, respectability and former compe- 
tency.” 

Senator La Follette spoke in defense 
of the conference report. 

Bailey Aattacks Civil Service. 

Senators Hale and Bailey took the 
view that the course of the senate in 
seeking to’ amend’ the census Dill by 
changing a general law in relation to 
all appointments, placed that body af 
a disadvantage in its dispute with the 
house of representatives. 

Mr. Bailey denounced the civil service 
law as a “sham and humbug,” and de- 
clared that the debate had showed that 
this “just and perfect law” had been 
made to cheat communities as well as 
individuals. But he was not in favor 
of delaying the passage of a bill for a 
special purpose in order to attempt to 
correct one of the abuses under the 
law.

STONE TAKES ISSUE 
WITH TAFT'S POLICY 


Urges Withdrawal From 
the Philippines. 


Senator Stone, of Missouri, De- 
livers Speech in Senate on 
the Tariff—Philippine Peo- 
ple Want Independence. 


Washington, April 20.—Taking issue 
squarely with President Taft on the 
latter’s Philippine policy, Senator Stone, 
of Missouri, in a carefully prepared 
Speech delivered in the senate today on 
the subject of the tariff, urged the 
withdrawal of the United States from 
the isiands within a period of fifteen 
years, pending which the people of 
those isiands should enjoy all the bene- 
fits of a legitimate free trade with 
this country. 

The Stone Amendment. 

In the form of an amendment, 
Stone proposed to strike out psec 5 
of the Aldrich-Payne tariff bill and to 
Substitute therefor a provision declar- 


States to grant independence to the is- 
lands whenever they have “organized a 
Stable government capable of maintain- 
ing public order;” to negotiate agree- 
ments with ather powers to insure the 
islands’ independence by neutralizing 
them; to admit free of duty into the 
United States until this policy has been 
fulfilled ‘‘all articles wholly the growth 


and products of the islands,’ in consid- 


eration of which agricultural imple- 


ments and machinery, cotton and cotton 
manufactures, books and publications, 
and machinery for use in manufactures 
of all kinds, “wholly the growth and 
product of the United States,’’ should 
be admitted, free into the islands. 

An important feature of the provision 
is that it would not become operative 
until #t had first been approved by the 
existin legislative authority of the 
Philippine government, 

“The one long prayer of the Philip- 
pine people is for independence,” de- 
clared Mr. Stone, “and if congress 
should make such a declaration as I 
have indicated it would serve as an in- 
spiration to them to strive after prog- 
ress to the utmost limit of their ca- 
pacity. The tariff feature of the amend- 
ment would be in the nature of a re- 
ciprocal trade relation established by 
agreement.”’ 


Why He Opposes ‘Bull. 

Summarizing his reasons for not sup- 
porting the section of the bill as_ it 
stands, Mr. Stone said he could not do

“First, if the islands are to be re- 
garded as an American territory, then

Court Decides Alabama 
Statute Null and Void. 


Judge Jones Holds That the 
Foreign Corporation Law of 
Alabama Violates Both State 


and National Constitution. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The state law of Alabama an- 
nulling the licenses of foreign corpo- 
rations taking cases from state 
to federal courts, was today declared 
unconstitutional in a decision by 
Judge Thomas G. Jones, of the United 
States court of the middle district of 
Alabama. 

He said that the law violated both 
the state and the federal constitutions. 
The decision was made in an order 
enjoining the secretary of state from 
cancelling the license of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company in  Ala- 
bama. 

Judge Jones holds that the act is 
violative of the fourteenth amendment 
of the federal constitution in that it 
does not apply to domestic corpora- 
tions, as it does to foreign, and of the 
state constitution, because it denies 
the right given by the instrument to 
a corporation to conduct its business 
without molestation. He holds that 
the law is. in no sense justified ag a 
police measure.

To transport 
freights of this character on first-class 
waters like Long Island sound and the 
Great Lakes and the lower Mississippi 
river, costs about one-sixth ag much ' 
as the average rate by rail. 

$500,000,000 Wanted. 

“An expenditure of five hundred mil- 
lions on the rivers, harbors and coastal 
waters of the United States would per- 
fect a water transportation system of 
fully 26,000 miles, most of which is 
now so imperfect as to be of emall | 
value. This» system could move enor- 
mous volumes of freight to and from 
nearly every part of the union, and at 
euch cheap rates that the saving in re- 
duced freight charges would probably 
equal the initial cost every year. 

“Congress should make prompt pro- 
vision for improving all our. worthy 
waterways, and the best method is by 
a bond issue of fifty millions a year 
for the next ten years. Money spent 
wisely on waterways would be a’ per- 
manent investment, returning for all 
time a heavy interest In cheapened 
freights, and as posterity will reap the 
greatest part of the benefit, it should 
help to pay the debt. 

What Railroads Are Planning. 

“Our railroads are planning to expend 
five thousand mfllions in extensions and 
betterments. This colossal sum is to 
be raised by issuing bonds for which 
the people will have to pay. One-tenth 
of this sum, or five hundred millions, 
spent on waterways would accomplish 
as great results in freight moving, and 
at one-sixth of the railrates. 

“We should watch water terminals 
with eagle eyes. In many localities 
they are owned and operated by rafl- 
roads in their selfish interest with 
scant regard for the rights of their 
rivals or the purpose. Terminals on 
navigable waters should be public 
property, and all transportation 
agencies by land and water should use 
them on equal terms. In making ap- 
propriations for improving water 
courses, congress should exact as a con- 
dition precedent ample public terminals 
to be provided by the local community.”

‘The hook worm is the worm that 
makes dirt-eaters. In fact, it produces 
abnormal appetites. Those afflicted will 
eat anything from clay to an old hat, 
sticks and even cloth: This insect is 
deposited in the earth as an egg, where 
it develops into a worm that gets into 
the bare feet and produces what is 
known as ground itch. It ‘takes its 
Place in the intestines and attaches to 
the side walls, draws out the blood, pro- 
ducing pale and swarthy faces and 
erty of blood. More than 2,000 of t 
have been found in one person. It is 
a hair-like worm about a quarter of 
an inch long. 

Seventy-five have been examined by 
the AladDama department in the last 
few months, most of them coming from 
one doctor in southeast Alabama. In 
almost every case the worm has been 
found in those who are careless in life 
as to sanitation and dress. 

Since the opening of the Pasteur de- 
partment the first day of last November, 
there have been eighty cases of rabies 
treated by Dr. Mason and his assistant. 
Of.this mumber seven are still under 
supervision. Ninety-nine animal heads 
were examined, six cats, one mule, one 
calf and the rest dogs.

Finally Agrees to Assist 
in the Work in 
Georgia.

The bureau of animal industry of the 
United States department of agriculture 
has finally consented to return to the 
work of destroying the cattle tick in 
certain Georgia counties, with the. un- 
derstanding that the state will co- 
operate in the work to a reasonable ex- 
tent through appropriations and other- 
wise. 

The department, however, is not going 
to wait upon that, and with a view to 
arranging for immediate prosecution of 
the work in five north Georgi@ counties 
which have been recently quarantined 
against infected cattle, Dr. B. M. Neib- 
bert, representing the department in 
Georgia and South Carolina, had a 
lengthy conference yesterday with As- 
sistant Commissioner of Agriculture R. 
F. Wright. 

It is the understanding that the- work 
is now to be prosecuted in five north 
Georgia counties, Stephens, White, Hab- 
ersham, Fannin and Franklin. Any in- 
fected cattle found in these counties are 
to be put In quarantine and the prem- 
ises cleared of infection. Moreover, the 
counties themselves are to be strongly 
quarantined against cattle coming in 
from the outside. The state has em- 
ployed a number of inspectors, but has 
now only a very small fund for this 
purpose. The government bureau, how- 
ever, will put at least two experts on 
the work. and it wilh be prosecuted with 
all possible dispatch. 


GOVERNOR ASKS 
MORE PORT RATES 


Urges Commission to 
Order Reduction Upon 
Cotton.

Importance of Cattle Rais- 
ing Is Urged. 


Successful Annual Convention 
of Cotton Seed Crushers’ As- 
sociation Adjourns at Ath- 
ens — Addresses by Soule 
and Other Prominent Men. 


Athens, Ga. April 
With strong resolutions of praise for 
the State Agricultural college, Presi- 
dent Soule and his corps of instructors, 
the co&ference of the planters, cattle 
paisers, dairymen and members of the 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association of 
Georgia, who have been in this city in 
attendance upon a series of lectures for 
the past two days, brought that re- 
markable conference to a close this 
afternoon. 


So great was its success that there 
has already been extended to the con- 
ference participants an invitation for 
them to hold another meeting next 
year. Another suggestion made and re- 
ceived with favor was thatto have dis- 
trict meetings throughout the state in 
order to bring the interests represent- 
@d at thig gathering closer together. 

The university, through its profes- 
sors, asked the aid of the conference 
to secure a larger appropriation from 
the state whereby much valuable re- 
search work can be conducted. This 
was agreed to.in resolutions adopted 
by a rising vote. 

By reason of this conference, the 
producers of cotton seed products, the 
mill men and the consumers, the live 
stock raisers, the dairymen and plant- 
ers have been brought to understand 
the true conditions of the industry, and 
the last few hours of the final session 
took on the nature of short talks from 
all who pledged themselves to engage 
in a missfonary work to use of these 
southern products in order that the 
demand might be increased and the 
farmer secure more for his seed. 

Cattle Raising Urged. 

Dr. Soule, on Monday, urged the im- 
portance of the cattle raising industry. 
On Tuesday Professor Jarnigan follow- 
ed this suggestion up by outlining the 
plans for organizing breeders’ associa- 
tions for the introduction of improved 
live stock into Georgia. He stated he 
was willing to go anywhere In the 
state any help to select the stock and 
pegin the organization, and before the 
conference adjourned accepted a num- 
ber of invitations. This would indicate 
the cattle raising industry is about to 
be taken up again in Georgia with re- 
newed interest. The fact that Atlanta 
would soon offer a flattering field for 
the marketing of cattle was received 
with pleasure. 

Dr. Soule concluded the conference 
with a lecture profusely illustrated 
with stereopticon slides, showing the 
various cattle he had fattened and fed 
on a ration of cotton seed meal and 
silagé; gave the tables for these ra- 
tions, and showed cuts of meat after 
the cattle was dressed. 

There were between 200 and 250 
representative planters, dairymen, live 
stock raisers and oil mill men present 


counties in Georgia being represented. 

After the theoretical side had been 
gone into at length, the conference was 
adjourned, and the entire body march- 
ed over the experiment farm of the 
university and through the great barn 
of the institution. 

Dr. Soule madga strong plea for the 
cooperation of the citizens to prevent 
the federa! cattle tick inspectors from 
being withdrawn from Georgia, declar- 
ing that if they were, the fight on the 
tick would stop, and Georgia would 
lose millions a year. The state depart- 
ment of agriculture is waging a fight 
to retain these inspectors, and those 
attending the conference will join in 
now.

However, Union Springs is given all the 
advantages in rates and through billing en- 
joyed by other comypress points.

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TAFT SENDS CONGRESS 
REPORT ON VENEZUELA 


Claims Negotiated by Com- 
missioner Buchanan. 


Washington, April 20.—President Taft 
today sent, to .congress a report by the 
Secretary of state regarding the settle- 
ment of the Venezuelan claims -amer-| 


ed by William I. Buchanan, the Ameri- 
can special commissioner, who was sent 
to that country following thes resump- 
tion of friendly relations last December. 
it is supplemental to the data furnished 
to congress last year by Secretary Root 
and thus brings the matter up to date. 

AS has already been stated in the press 
dispatches, arrangements were made for 
the settlement of the Jaurett claim, and 
that of the New York and Bermudez 
Company Out of court, while the claims 
to go to arbitration are those of the 
Orinoco corporation, the Orinoco Steam- 
ship Company and that of the United 
States and Venezuela Company. Spe- 
cific provision is made, however, that 
Venezuela, with the consent of the Unit- 
ed Staves, may reach an amicable set- 
tlement within five months with either 
the Orinoco corporation or the United 
States and Venezuela Company. Mr. 
Buchanan is to be the agent of the 
United States in the forthcoming arbitra. 
tion, and William C. Dennis, assistant 
solicitor of the state department, has 
been designated ag solicitor to the agent 
for the presentation of the cases to The 
Hague. 

The arbitral tribunal is to decide each 
case {mn accordance with justice and 
equity, and its decisions are to be final 
and conclusive, all awards to be paid in 
United States gold coin.

BUT MUST PAY HER FINE 


Verdict of the Corners Jury 
at the Inquest Was 
‘‘Suicide.”’ 


“Suicide” was the judgment of the 
coroner's jury yesterday morning at 
8 o'clock at the undertaking establish- 
ment of Greenberg, Bond & Bloomfield, 
over the body of.

Referring to the prog- 
ress of Germany in the suppression of 
tuberculosis, he said that many lodges, 
fraternal orders and even § insurance 
companies in that country maintained 
beds in sanitoria and visiting nurses, 
and were disseminating educational! lit- 
erature with a view to prolonging hu- 
man life.

Big Fetew Announces 
He Will Fight Negro. 


Before Audience That Packed | 
Theater in New York, Jef. | 
fries Says He Will Meet: 
Johnson for Title as Soon as 
Stage Contract Will Permit. 


New York, April 20.—“I will fight Jack 
Johnson. I will defend my title as 
undefeated heavy-weight champion 
the world.”’ 


Before an audience that packed 
were a8 Many women as men, Jameg J. 
Jeffries tosight made this formal an- 
nouncement. It was a signal for great 
joy. Excited men leaped from their 
seats, shouted and cheered and many 
women in the audience applauded. Their 
shrill and excited cries of approval, as 
they stood up and waved their handker- 
chiefs and even their peach basket hats 
to the ponderous, bowing and blush- 
ing “undefeated champion,” added pic- 
turesqueness to a remarkable scene. 

Great Crowd Present, 

In the street were hundreds of per- 
sons who did not get into the theater, 
although high premiums were offered 
for seats. Barly in the day Jeffries had 
promised to give his decision tonight. 
These waited for Jeffries and the police 
had to clear a way for him to his au- 
tomobile, or he- might have been cap- 
tured and borne off by his admirers. 
After his sparring exhibition with 
Sam Berger, the audience shouted for 
Jeffries to come out and make the 
statement he had promised. The big fel- 
low soon appeared, his bathrobe oF 


gy head and great red fists. 
The house went wild literally and Jef- 
fries stood near the footlights, smiling 
ang bowing and raising his hands for 
order. After several minutes the audi- 
ence became reasonably quiet, and Jef- 
fries started off: 
‘(Ladies and gentlemen’’— 
“Cut that out, Jeff; come _ to 
point,’’ cried a voice in the gallery. 
‘] thank you from the bottom of my 
heart’’— 
“Never mind that; are you going to 
fight?” came another voice. 

“Quit Your Kidding.” 
“I suppose you want to hear some- 
thing else?” continued Jeffries, only 
smiling at the interruption. 
“You bet we do,” yelled dozens of 
men. 
‘Well, I am satisfied, after about 
seven weeks’ work”’—— 
“Quit your kidding,” came another in- 
terruption. 
™ that I can get in just as good 
condition as I ever was, and I will fight 
Jack Johnson.’ 
If Jeffries had anything more to say 
he could not have been heard. He ran 
off the stage, while the auditorium be- 
came a bedlam of noise and cheers. 
There were several provisions at- 
tached to Jeffries’ reentry into the prize 
ring. First, Johnson must defeat Ket- 
chal. Then Jeffries cannot sign articles 
for possibly ten months, and he insists 
that the fight shall take place in this 
country, and that it shall be unlimited 
as to rounds. 
He made these conditions orally to 
the newspaper men, when he handed 
out the following written statement: 
“T will say that I never felt better. I 
have helq off making the announce- 
ment until I became morally sure that 
I was absolutely the same Jeffries as 
when 1 retired four years ago. I did 
so then after defeating every possible 
contender for the title. There was no 
one left for me to meet. : 

Doesn’t Want Money.” 
“The present heavy-weight situation 
is the only thing that could have 
brought me from retirement. [I have 
all the money I will need, and there is 
no monetary consideration that could 
tempt me into the ring. if I was not 
sure that I could easily defeat any 
challenger for the championship. 
“ As for Johnson, the tactics which 
he has employed, presumably to at- 
tempt to force a match, have been such 
that I felt that I would only lower my- 
self by replying until I felt I was pre- 
pared to say I would fight. 
“At the expiration of my contract 
with William Morris, which positively 
forbids my signing any contract, pugil- 
istic or otherwise, I will be ready to 
diséuss terms for an unlimited round 
contest. 
“All I will ask ie that sufficient time 
be given me to thoroughly condition 
myself, and should Johnson care to 
challenge me for the title, I will do 
what I think I Owe to the publc—that 
is, to defend my title as the undefeat- 
ed champion of the world.” 
Jeffries’ theatrical engagement has 
five months yet to run with an option 
of five months more. 
Jeffries wants the fight to take place 
in this country, and has under consider- 
ation an offer from a fight promoter for 
a championship contest some time dur- 
ing the Seattle Exposition. 
Hugh Molntosh, of Australia, left for 
England last week, and doubtless will 
renew his offer for a fight at Mel- 
bourne. A championship fight in the 
states, along the Atlantic seaboard, 
mot possible under existing laws, and 
fistic foilowers in the east will have to 
make the journey westward. 
Johnson ts now touring the country 
giving sparring exhibitions. He weigi- 
ed here the’ other day and tipped tie 
ecales at 210 pounds. He is matched to 
fight Stanley Ketchel, at Colma, Cali- 
fornia; on October 12. 
Jeffries weighs about 250 pounds. 

Staicment by Johnson. 
Pittsburg, April 20.—Jack Johnson, 
heavy-weight champion of the world, 
said today that if Jeffries was in earnest 
and would post a forfeit, he would can- 
cel all fighting engagements and wel-
